Florida Problem 


WORTHINGTON — His name 
is Billy. He is eight years old and, 
from all outward appearances, he 
is just like other boys his age— 
but yet he isn’t. Billy is a mental 
retardate. Because of his birth 
defect, Billy isn't accepted by oth- 
er children and never seems to 
have anyone to play with. 

Although Billy is a name ficti- 
tiously used, he and other boys 
and girls throughout Florida do 
exist. They need professional guid- 
ance, training and adequately sup- 
ervised playlearning atmospheres. 
This necd has been recognized by 
a group of people interested in 
child welfare who have pooled their 
resources and are doing something 
for the mentally retarded child. 

First step was the organization 
of a summer camp for. the “spec- 
ial child", called Camp Chipola 
which will officially -open this 
June. A complete program of sum- 
mer camping activities will be 
available under the supervision of 
trained, experienced counselors. 

The director is William G. Pet- 

‘ers,'a school teacher with a M. A. 
in guidance counseling of mental- 
ly retarded children, Also on the 
staff, in-addition to a consulting 
physician, is-a registered nurse\and 
Charles M. Coaker, A. B; M S. 
who is clinical psychologist with 
the Child Guidance Clinic of Pinel- 
las County. 
- Camp Chipola meets alt the re- 
quirements of the Florida Confer- 
ence of Social Welfare; the Amer- 
ican Camping. Association; Florida 
State Board of Health; American 
Assn. of Crippled ‘Children and 
Adults’ guide for ‘Camping for 
Handicapped. It is also approved 
by the University of Florida for 
graduate work in the field of spec- 
ial education. i 

Camp Chipola is located on 70 
acrés in North Florida near Wor- 
thington, The camp site is on the 
bank of the Santa Fe River. Sup-
